e Open Access — a reminder that departments should be forwarding their recommendations 
on this proposal to the Secretary of Council (S. McLeod) by the end of the month. 
Kristina Huneault of the Department of Art History, is available to meet with departments 


for discussion. 

e Enrolments are up this year across the university (by approximately 5.5%). In Fine Arts, 
we have enrolled an additional 130 FTEs. 

e The Dean has just returned from the annual meeting of the Canadian Association of Fine 
Arts Deans (CAFAD). Among other items on the agenda, CAFAD met with 
representatives of SSHRC, Canadian Conference of the Arts and the Saskatchewan Arts 
Board concerning research funding for the Fine Arts. It is evident that despite recent 
strides in addressing research/creation funding that it is still a precarious situation and there 
is little coordination of efforts across the various agencies.

To coincide with this initiative, 
Fine Arts Faculty Council will be asked to forward a recommendation regarding Open Access to 
Senate in December.
